of, attends or prefers. That's it. 


When the data is accumulated, 


each church, whether a participant 
in the census-taking ortiot, will re- 
ceive the names of those who in 
dicate an affiliation with that 
church or faith. The data will give 
that church or pastor a pretty good 
idea of the job he or it is doing in 
the community.* • • 


The census has the endorsement 


of the National Council of Church- 
es. Dr. Paul Sturges, of Connecti- 
cut, director of evangelism for the 
National Council, will arrive 
Thursday to direct the National 
Christian Teaching Mission in Dix- 
on, Feb. 18-25, and also to super- 
vise the census-taking. 


Local director* of the census 


estimate, that the job will be 
completed in one or two hours. 
Sorting the Information will take 
longer, of course. The areas to 
be covered include the city of 
Dixon, the Assembly Park and 
Shore Acres region, Swiwville, 
west along Palmyra road, the 
West End, South College avenue, 
north along Galena avenue and 
Fourth' avenue to the Junction, 
Chicago road and Franklin 
Grove road. 
An interesting byproduct of the 


census may be the fairly accurate 
head count of everyone in "great- 
er" Dixon. This would be of great 
importance to. the planners and 
those who advocate the annexation 
of the "fringe" areas. Merchants 
and others would find it particu- 
larly interesting.

Under questioning, Zentz claim- 


ed Wallace was his accomplice in 
the robberies in Kewanee and 
Davis.

SON IMPROVING 


Travis Patterson. 2, son of Mr.

"I saw him three days after he 


was found," Sir Philip Manson- 
Bahr, an authority on tropical 
medicine, told a reporter today. 
"He looked like a wild animal. H* 
behaved like a wild animal and 
there was to my mind absolutely 
on doubt he had been reared by 
animals." 


Sir Philip was making a lecture 


tour of India and Ceylon when the 
9-year-old boy was found in a de- 
serted freight car at a railroad sta- 
tion in Lucknow. India. 


Doctor Skeptical 


"I was invited by the Lucknow 


doctors to inspect the boy," he 
said. "I spent about 30 minutes 
with him in the company of Indian 
doctors." 


W. J. Seymour, Manson-Bahr's 


secretary, said: 


"At first when we heard that a 


"wolf boy" had been found Sir 
Philip didn't believe it for a mo- 
ment. 
After we had seen him 


Sir Philip was completely con- 
vinced—and so would anyone who 
had seen him. 
He looked inde- 


scribably frightened. He sat on 
the ground and tore at raw meat 
with his teeth and lapped at milk 
just like an animal." 


Overwhelming Evidence 


Manson-Bahr added: 
"To be frank. I never expected 


to be convinced of the authenticity 
of this boy. But the evidence was 
overwhelming. 


"There is to my mind not the 


slightest doubt that this child had 
been reared by a wild animal fam- 
ily from very early in its life. 


Previously the hospital superin- 


tendent at Lucknow, Dr. N. M. 
Sharma, said he was "perfectly 
convinced" the boy was raised by 
wolves. But Kali Prasad, profes- 
sor of psychology at Lucknow uni- 
versity, asserted the child is "any- 
thing but a wolf boy." Some au- 
thorities theorized the child had 
been neglected by his parents and 
finally abandoned.

WASHINGTON. (^—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower asked con- 
gress today for authority to 
share limited information on 
battlefield use of atomic 
weapons with friendly na- 
tions. 


In a special message, the Presi- 


dent also asked for the right to 
share peacetime atomic power 
production information with this 
country's allies and to give Amer- 
ican private industry a greater 
share in the development of nu- 
clear power. 


Eisenhower 
said these Steps 


would have the effect qf "strength- 
ening the defense and the economy 
of the United States and of the 
free world." 


Act Outmoded 


The President said the onward 


rush of atomic developments has 
outmoded the 1946 Atomic Energy 
Act which mistakenly assumed the 
United States could maintain a 
monopoly in atomic weapons for 
an appreciable time. 


Counterbalancing 
the 
loss of 


monopoly> he said, is the develop- 
ment of a wide variety of atomic 
weapons which have "achieved 
conventional status" in the armed 
forces. 


He added: 
"The thermonuclear weapons (hy- 


drogen bomb)—nonexistent eight 
years ago—today dwarfs in de- 
structive power all atomic weap- 
ons. 
The practicability of con- 


structing a submarine with atomic 
propulsion was questionable in 
1946; 'three weeks ago the launch- 
ing of the U. S. S. Nautilus made 
it certain that the use of atomic 
energy for ship propulsion will ul- 
timately become widespread. 


"In/l946, too, economic industri- 


al power from atomic energy 
sources seemed very remote: .To- 
day, it is clearly in sight—largely 
a matter of further research and 
development, and the establish-

House Group Votes 
Tax Cuts for Retired 
$300 Million 
Slash OK'd 
For Millions 


Exempt First $1,200 
Of Annual Income 
From Federal Tax 
WASHINGTON 


house ways and means com- 
mittee today approved tax 
cuts for millions of retired 
workers amounting to about 
300 million dollars a year. 


The committee adopted a pro- 


vision by Rep. Mason (R-I11) ex- 
empting the first $1,200" of annual 
retirement income from personal 
income taxes. 


For persons over 65, 'the exemp- 


tion would apply to income from 
dividends, rent, interest, pensions 
or annuities. For those under 65, 
it would apply only to income from 
a public or private retirement 
plan. 


The extra $1,200 of tax-free in- 


come would boost the exemption 
for persons over 65 to $2,400, since 
they already get $1,200 or twice 
the personal exemption for young- 
er persons. 


Effective In If M 


It would take effect with the 1954 


tax bill which fall* due in early 
1955. 
. 


The plan was approved as part 


of a general revision of tax laws. 
Presumably it would boost the to- 
tal annual tax reduction under the 
program from about two billion 
dollars, as estimated" by the treas- 
ury, to about $2,300,000,000. 


Under present law, retirement 


income gets no special treatment 
except that generally a worker is 
not taxed on pension or annuity 
benefits which he himself pur- 
chased through regular contribu- 
tions. 


Defeat Limit 


The committee defeated a mo- 


tion sponsored by some Republi- 
cans to limit the exemption to per- 
sons with retirement income of 
less thn $5,400 a year. 


Earlier, Republicans on the com- 


mittee were reported planning ac- 
tion, probably within two weeks, 
to cancel about three .billion dol- 
lars in annual tax cuts set for 
April 1. 


While acceding to administra- 


tion requests to cancel corporation 
and excise tax reductions sched- 
uled to take effect then, however, 
their plan calls ioi* something less 
than a billion dollars in new cuts 
on other excise, or sales, taxes 
not involved in the scheduled April 
1 change. 


Several GOP members reported 


a consensus along these lines after 
a series of private strategy meet- 
ings this week by the 15-man GOP 
majority on the 25-man tax-writing 
committee. 


They said they thought this pro- 


gram would help- meet continuing 
verbal attacks by Democrats on a 
two-billion-dollar tax reduction and 
revision project on which the com- 
mittee is now computing work. 


President Eisenhower, has urged 


cancellation of the three billion 
dollar* in tax reductions sched- 
uled April 1. These wouULcut cor- 
poration income-taxes from 52 to 
47 per cent, and reduce excises 
on liquor, cigarettes, gasoline, au- 
tomobiles, beer and wine, and 
sporting goods.

Rep. Cole Says New 
Bombs More Potent; 
Gives U. S. Warning 
CHICAGO UP)—A congres- 


sional atomic specialist hint* 
ed today the United States 
may have hydrogen weapons 
even more potent than a de- 
vice that nearly 18 months 
ago tore a hole a mile wide 
and 175 feet deep in the floor 
of the Pacific ocean. 


Rep. W. Sterling Cole (R-NY). 


chairman of the senate-house 
atomic energy committee, gave 
details never before discussed pub- 
icly of a 1952 thermonuclear test 
in the Marshall Islands. President 
Eisenhower has termed that test 
a first step in the nation's hydro- 
gen program*. 


Cole said in a speech for a joint 
uncheon of the 38th annual Na- 
ional Sand and Gravel Assn. con- 
vention and the 24th annual Na- 
tional Ready Mixed Concrete Assn. 
convention: 


Island Disappear* 


"That thermonuclear test of 1952 


completely obliterated the test is- 
land in the -Eniwetok atoll. 


"It tore a cavity in the floor of 


the bcean—a* crater measuring a 
full mile in diameter and 175 feet 
in depth at its lowest point. 


"Within . . . this crater. one 


could place 140 structures the size 
of our nation's capitol." 


If this blast had been, touched 


oK in a modern city, Cola said, 
tht resultant heat and blast would 
have completely devastated an 
area three miles in all direction* 
from the point of explosion. 


In all, he said, the 1952 blast 


would have blanketed an area of 
300' square miles. 


But this test was held almost a 


year and a half ago, Cole said, and 
he added: 


Security Forbids 


'.'Security keeps me from com- 


menting on where our hydrogen 
weapons program now stands, and 
from outlining the directions in 
which it is now moving. But I can 
assure you that it is moving." 


Cole said this country has "in 


being" an entire family of atomic 
weapons, some of them 25 time* 
more powerful than the missile 
Jiat wrecked the Japanese city of 
Hiroshima in the late stages of 
World War'n. 


"We must now adjust our think- 


ing to the prospect of an entire 
family of hydrogen weapons," he 
said. 


The New York congressman said 


tie is confident the United States 
could maintain its capacity to 
strike back "with "great effect," 
even if this country should fall 
victim to a surprise atomic or hy- 
drogen bomb attack. 


Defenses Poor 


But under present conditions, he 


said, it is possible that nine out of 
10 enemy plans could reach their 
targets—"and this is an age when 
only one hydrogein weapon would 
be needed to destroy the vitals of 
any American city." 


Me called for a step-up in efforts 


to improve this nation's defenses, 
suggesting among other things the 
use of "small-size atomic weapons 
specifically adapted to anti-aircraft 
defense."

Farm Courses 
Start Thursday 


By GEORGE D. PERISHO 


Ogle Farm Adviser 


OREGON—The Farm Management short courses will be held be- 


ginning Thursday, Feb. 18. The first session will be conducted by 
George Whitman on the "Keeping of Farm Records and Their Uses. 
Price Influencing Forces and the Long-Range Outlook." It is very im- 
portant if we expect to set up a farm plan, that we keep adequate rec- 
ords BO tftat we may pick out profitable enterprises to stress. Also, 
with internal revenue asking for more complete records and social 
security records for our employes, we find it even more important that 
we know how to list our expenses and income and depreciate the farm 
machinery, livestock, etc., on the farm. 


In feeding cattle, also hogs, we 


are always interested in knowing 
what the outlook will be. However, 
it is rather difficult to make 
definite prediction. The economic 
trends will be discussed by Whit 
man. 


The second of this series of 


Farm Management meetings will 
be held Thursday, Feb. 25. The 
Importance of correct land use 
for the acreage that we arc farm' 
ing, 
the selection of the most 


profitable cropping system that 
is consistent with wise land use 
will be discussed. Some of our 
land is too rough and may easily 
be eroded or is low in fertility to 
be maintained in good pasture 
which will yield greater long- 
time returns for our labor. In 
these cases this land should be 
put into timber. 
Then we have a class of land 


that is too rough or too wet for 
cultivation or that is in inaccess- 
ably small tracts which will give 
us highest returns for permanent 
pasture. All other land may be 
classed as crop land with varia- 
tions. A farmer can afford to go 
to a considerable amount of trou- 
ble and expense to keep a high 
percentage of his land in rotation 
crops. This may involve the use 
of long crop rotations with a high 
percentage of hay and pasture land 
or erosion control practices such 


for productive work and the cost 
of hired labor. 


4. The financial position of the 


farm operator (amount of capi- 
tal he has or can borrow). 


5. The markets that are avail* 


able and the skill used in mar- 
keting livestock products.

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U. S. Revises Method of 
Charting Unemployment 


WASHINGTON UB—Sen. Douglas 
D-I11) said today new government 
unemployment statistics support 
his contention that the nation al- 
ready is in a recession. 


The Commerce department an- 


nounced Tuesday night that a new 
method of gathering data indicates 
unemployment in early January 
totaled 3,087,000 or 728,000 more 
than a previous report showed. 


The department said its census 


bureau collected statistics over a 
much wider area than before. Sec- 
retary Weeks said studies will be 
made to tell whether the new or 
old method is more accurate. 


Understated, Charge 


Douglas said in an interview the 


new unemployment total for early 
January "supports my previous 
contention that the unemployment 
figures issued by the Commerce 
department have been drastically 
understated." 


And some Republicans privately 


questioned the political wisdom of 
changing sampling methods at this 
time. 


But Sen. Ferguson 
(R-Mich), 


chairman of the GOP policy com- 
mitte, disagreed, with his Republi- 
can colleagues who grumbled. 


"This does not change my mind 


at all about statements that we 
are entering a depression," he 
said. "We are not." 


The new figure, he said, showed 


unemployment at about 5 per cent 
of the iabor force, while normally, 
he said, it is about 3 per cent. 


The old method pegged unem- 


ployment at 2,259,000 the 
first 


week in January. The difference 
was almost entirely'accounted for 
by an increase in the number of 
persons credited to the labor force, 
which consists of all persons work- 
ing or looking for work.

Ike Believes Economy Sound in 


Spite of Business Decline 


There is no disagreement in this country over the fact 
that business is off and unemployment is up. Disagreement 
surrounds the questions of how serious the matter is, and 
what, if anything, should be done about it. 


Labor leaders are clamoring for "action, by which they 


mean a variety of things—wage boosts for workers, reduced 
taxes for lower income levels, public works projects to make 
work and stimulate industry, and what not. 
* 


Some Democrats and others have joined the critics who 


decry Republican "inaction." 
But at a recent press conference, President Eisenhower 


showed himself unmoved by this chorus shouting doom. For 
one thing, he remembers that many of these same people 
were not speaking up at all when unemployment was nearly 
twice as great under former President Truman in 1949-50.

For another, the president's economic advisers are con- 


fident that the present downturn is not seri«us, that it will 
end in a few months, that the thing to do, is allow a certain 
amount of "readjustment"—downward movement—to take 
place.Mr. Eisenhower plainly is governed by still a third con- 
sideration. He believes that as president it is his duty to 
maintain sturdy confidence in the nation's economy. If he 
were to act at the first sign of trouble, he reasons, then 
America would take cue from him and assume that the dan- 
ger was serious. 
Instead, he asks that the people adopt a "steady, un- 


shakable attitude of public confidence" while the economy 
makes what he believes is a transition from war to peace 
levels.

No one who has seen Mr. Eisenhower's new legislative 


program, embracing as it does wider social security, hous- 
ing, farm aid, health, broader unemployment insurance, can 
argue that the president is indifferent to the people's wel- 
fare. To contend that he is standing callously by while "re- 
adjustment" works its cruel effect on unemployed workers 
is to miss altogether Mr. Eisenhower's basic humanity and 
devotion to the common weal. 


Obviously the president thinks he can do the average 


man more good right now by letting the war-to-peace tran- 
sition take place without interference, so long as the pain of 
unemployment is eased. 


For the good of us all, it is time we learned whether this 


economy can exist at high level without war-defense expen- 
ditures or artificial, depression-style props. Since we have 
had either one or the other of these situations in effect since 
1933. the te§t has not yet been made. 


Mr. Eisenhower's confidence thus is more than a glib 


expression of hope. He intends to reflect a deep-seated con- 
viction that the American economy is fundamentally a 
healthy one—and will prove it if just given a reasonable 
chance.

House of Surprises 


After the St. Lawrence Seaway project skimmed through 


the senate with a 51-33 victory, it was widely forecast that 
the plan would encounter extreme difficulty in the house. 
"But the house, too, is "proving surprises. 


The house public works committee, generally thought to 


be well sprinkled with seaway opponents, voted to approve 
the project, 23 to 6. The size of this vote is accepted by con- 
gressional leaders as presaging triumph for the seaway on 
the floor a few weeks hence. 


The issue has been hanging fire for decades. Action 


finally was forced by Canada's assumption of the initiative, 
the Canadians having decided to get on with the seaway with 
or without American cooperation. When President Eisen. 
hower put the issue on. his "must" list for 1954, that evi- 
dently provided the necessary final push.

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NEW YORK—I call to the attention of all those who have raised

For no other craft or racket to 
which man has ever resorted for a 
not necessarily honest dollar is 
quicker to invoke its "honor" as 
a badge of immunity from learned 
reprobation and none is less de- 
serving of the minimal respect that 
must be paid a trafficker in wom- 
en who frankly admits his loathe- 
someness and waives all claim to 
any human being's good opinion. 


There never was a grand fraud 


but had a lawyer's guidance in the 
writing of the papers to rob the 
victims and thwart the law nor 
any foul design of 
government 


against the people that wasn't 
wrought and polished by an attor- 
ney-general and a 
brain-trust. 


Their colleagues spurn them only 
for failure, however, never for the 
evil of a low design. 


It would be too bad If the de- 


cent lawyers suffered for the vil- 
lainy of the worst, including, inci- 
dentally, some of the most success- 
ful. 
But they don't. 
On the con- 


trary, the rascals share the fair 
renown of the pure in heart. 


It i* a strange fact that this 


abused corrupt practice is pretty 
well localized in the eastern dis- 
tricts. 
An Arizona lawyer was 


aghast on learning that in New 
York a litigant could be put to 
malicious harassment with not the 
slightest prospect of termination 
even for the benefit of unseen 
and uncommitted principals hiding 
in the background. He was accus- 
tomed to .the western ways and the 
sensitiveness of western judges, 
even Democrats, to the normal in- 
hibitions of ethics and honor. 


To be sure, he had taken a few 


depositions in the east but. accord- 
ing to the Arizona practice, had 
gone right to the issue, sought in- 
formation which would be legiti- 
mately his, zipped his briefcase 
and hopped the plane for home 
within two or three days. In most 
such cases, a few hours suffice. A 
federal judge sitting in the north- 
west, although he sometimes takes 
a trick in New York, said that in 
his district, any attorney who 
couldn't get through in two court 
days would be hailed into the 
courtroom and made to finish it 
up in the judge's presence. 


One need not go into the original 


good intention of this spot of cor- 
ruption in the federal system in 
a discussion of its practical vi- 
ciousness. The fact is. and that 
portion of the press which bewails 
"McCarthyism" ignores it, that 
unscrupulous 
lawyers 
habitually 


use this license to put unverified, 
untrue, scandalous and degrading 
stuff on a sworn, privileged court 
record which may thereafter be 
invoked to blackmail the victim 
or wantonly published as though 
it were proven. 


I am not even sure that the 


press which deplore* the smearing 
of Reds is even aware 'of this foui 
condition in the federal courts. 
Possibly the fact that, like much 
other evil, It is hidden from the 
physical eye of the reporters is an 
excuse for this neglect. 
But, 


whatever the reason, this discus- 
sion is the first one ever offered 
for the daily press so far as I 
know, although the, vilification of 
citizens simply because some low 
character or pro-Communist asso- 


feu filed • UwtuU ear* 


tainly is within the purview of a 
press so alert to defamation by of- 
ficial agencies. 


A public man who became de- 


fendant in a political suit and won, 
was warned a few months ago by 
an ex-convict of the Bugsy Siegal 
gang that if he persisted in a cer- 
tain patriotic course, the entire 
'•ecord of his examination would 
be published to his constituency. 
The victim had been put through 
a terribly degrading course of in- 
sinuations without a grain of proof 
and the record thus was estab- 
lished and covered with "privi- 
lege" for any rogue to print. 


On the other hand, normally 


decent lawyers, knowing that their 
blameless clients will be fouled up 
with fijthy passages in .a sworn 
record under a system fostered by 
federal courts, may resort to the 
same abuses to even things up. 


This system is such that nobody 


knows what questions have a le- 
gitimate bearong on the issues 
and counsel, therefore, delight in 
persecuting litigants with the fre- 
quent result that opposing counsel 
does the same. Forged and fraud- 
ulent -'documents may be intro- 
duced. Scandalous defamation is 
actually 
encouraged 
under the 


auspices of the United States De- 
partment of Justice. Yet mem- 
ory recalls not a single syllable of 
protest by the New York Times or 
Herald Tribune, the Washington 
Post or Laboca No Chica, amid 
their incessant lamentations for 
Alger Hiss and the mincing elves 
of the State Department.

The Doctor Says: 


Heart Disease May Slow 
Discharge of Body Fluids 


By EDWIN P. JOBDON. M. D. 


Mrs. L., 4vho >ay* she is over 


70 years old, writes that she has 
a leakage of the heart, and the 
main trouble she, has from it is 
that she retains water in her "sto- 
mach." She requests a discussion 
of this subject. 


First, I should like to say that 


the water, or rather tissue fluids 
which are retained are 
almost 


certainly not in the stomach, but 
rather in the abdonminal cavity, 
and one would expect that she 
would also be likely to have some 
fluid in her ankles and possibly 
other portions of the body. 


The retention of body fluids and 


its accumulation in the tissues is 
called dropsy, or edema. In addi- 
tion to the abdominal cavity, the 
feet, the lower part of the back, 
and under the eyes are particularly 
likely to be water-logged in this 
manner. 


The presence of edema fluid is 


not a disease in itself. Dropsical 
fluid can accumulate and can be 
kept in the tissues for any one of 
a number of different reasons. 


One of the most common causes 


of edema is heart disease When 
the heart is unable to do its full 
job of keeping the circulation go- 
ing in a normal manner, slowing of 
the floor flow occurs. If this slow- 


ing is too great the blood is not 
jumped through the kidneys fast 
enough and, therefore, some of the 
fluid which should be eliminated 
from the body through the urine is 
retained. 


There are other conditions which 


may produce dropsical accumula- 
tion of fluid but probably the most 
common are the two mentioned. 
In all cases, when dropsy develops, 
it is important to find out what is 
causing it and to remove or reme- 
dy the cause whenever possible. If 
this cannot be done, special mea- 


res, including diet or medicines, 
ich alter the chemical 
sub- 


stances in the blood, may ba 
tried to stimulate the elimination 
of the fluids. 
DIURETICS MAY HELP 


In some cases of dropsy it is pos- 


sible to give drugs which are 
called diuretics. Diuretics have the 
ability, at least temporarily, to in- 
crease 
the 
secretion 
of 
fluid 


through the kidneys and its passage 
into the urine. 


Sometimes excessive fluid can be 


taken off by puncturing the place 
where it has accumulated and al- 
•lowing it to drain out. If fluid has 
collected inside the abdominal ca- 
vity it may be removed from time 
to time through a needle.

1. If you have not registered for voting under the Permanent 


Registration act, be sure to do so at once at the office of the County 
Clerk in the court house in Dixon.

2. All young men and women who have attained the age of 21 since 


November 4, 1952, or who will reach the age of 21 on or before April 13, 
1954, and have not registered must do so at once. 


3. All registered voters who have changed residence from one location 


to another within the same precinct or from one precinct or township to 
another within the county, must have registration transferred to new 
location by making application at the County Clerk's office in person.

4. Registration cards cannot be transferred from one county to another. 


When a registered voter moves from one county to another, they must 
register anew in the county where they now reside. 


5. Any registered voter who changed his or her name by marriage or 


otherwise is required to register anew. 


6. All men or women who have been discharged or are still in military 


or naval service must register unless they had registered prior to entering 
service or while in service, and their address is the same as when Deviously 
registered.

Weeks Wants Adoption of Plans 


i To Cut Nation's Highway Deaths 


WASHINGTON W—Secretary of 


Commerce Weeks, opening- the 
White House conference on high- 
way safety, today called on 3,000 
delegates to mobilize their com- 
munities against the rising toll of 
"agony and death" on the streets 
and highways. 


Weeks said "tragic urgency" im- 


pels nationwide adoption of a six- 
peint action program of education, 
enforcement, legislation and safe- 
ty engineering. 


The program was drawn up in 


past presidential conferences, but 
Weeks said it has never fceen-ap- 
plied across the country even 
though accident deaths have soared 
beyond 38,000 and accident costs 
have risen to 3% billion dollars a 
year.

ment of conditions in which the 
spirit of enterprise can flourish." 


Proposes Amendments 


The President proposed a num- 


ber of amendments to the Atomic 
Energy Act. 


He said with emphasis, however, 


that changes should "make it 
clear that the authority granted 
must be exercised only in accord- 
ance with conditions prescribed by 
the President to protect the com- 
mon defense and security." And 
he stressed that no secrets are to 
be given away which would be of 
military advantage to potential en- 
emies. 


Under present law, the President 


said, this country cannot give its 
allies "practical information essen- 
tial to their effective participation 
with us hi combined military oper- 
ations and planning, and to their 
own defense against atomic at- 
tack." 


"Our 
own security 
will 
in- 


crease," he said, "as our allies 
gain information concerning' the 
use of and the defense against 
atomic weapons. 


Allies Producing 


"Some of our allies, in fact, are 


now producing fissionable materi- 
als or weapons, supporting effec- 
tive atomic energy research and 
developing peace time uses for 
atomic power. 


"But all of them should become 


better informed in the problems of 
atomic warfare and, therefore, 
better prepared to meet j,he con- 
tingency of such warfare. In order 
for the free world to be an effett- 
ive defense unit, it must be geared 
to the atomic facts of this era." 


Eisenhower then made these two 


specific recommendations: 


1. The exchange with America's 


allies of "such tactical information 
as is essential to the development 
of defense plans and to the train- 
ing of personnel for atomic war- 
fare." 


2. Modification of security limi- 


tations set up in 1951, to allow in- 
formation on peace time uses of 
atomic power to be "adjusted to 
present conditions." 


Requires Exchange 


'This kind of cooperation, the 
President said, requires exchange 
of certain restricted data on the 
industrial applications of atomic 
energy and also the release of fis- 
sionable matenals "m amounts 
adequate for industrial and re- 
search use." 


This country, Eisenhower said, 


must have assurances such mate- 
rial will not be' used for military 
purposes by the countries getting 
it. 


"Sharing c e r t a i n information 


with other nations involves risks 
that must be weighed in each in- 
stance, against the net advantages 
to the United States," the Presi- 
dent said. 


Eisenhower noted his proposals 


are separate from his move last 
December to get Russia's coopera- 
tion in an international atomic en- 
ergy development program. 


He said he would propose addi- 


tional legislation to take care of 
that if current talks with the Soviet 
Union make this necessary. 


Eisenhower proposed the Atomic 


Energy Commission be given au- 
thority which at present only the 
President has to allow private citi- 
zens or corporations to engage in 
the production of fissoiriable mate- 
rial outside the United States. 


Soon a Reality 


Asserting the commercial use of 


atomic energy for power "can soon 
be a reality," the President said 
a number of private firm* already 
are- studying various reactor types 
which might be developed to pro* 
due* power at an economically 
feasible cost. 


"There are indications," he said, 
that they would increase their ef- 


forts significantly if the way were 
open for private investment in such 
reactor*."

CRYSTAL CAVE, Ky. (*) — Un- 


known canyons deep in the earth 
beneath the rolling hills of south- 
ern Kentucky were reached today 
by a tired band of Crystal Cave 
explorers.

New line Will Be Constructed 
For Link to Herscher Dome 


The Dixon city council took action Tuesday night enabling the 


Northern Illinois Gas Co. to install a gas main in the city that eventually 
will mean additional service to potential consumers. 


A resolution was passed permitting the gas company to construct 


a main in the city that will extend from a supply line located about 
three miles east of the city limits. 


The 10-inch gas line within Dixon 


will run from Monroe avenue, 
starting 236 feet north of First 
street to Sixth street, east on Sixth 
street to Dement avenue, south on 
Dement avenue to Poplar street, 
and east on Chicago avenue to the 
east city limits. 


At present, Dixon and vicinity is 


served by only one lateral off the 
main 20-inch supply line that ex- 
tends from a pumping station at 
Geneseo into Wisconsin. 


Serves Oregon 


Another lateral off the same sup- 


ply line serves Oregon and the 
surrounding territory. 


The proposed line to Dixon will 


give the city and surrounding 
towns two sources of supply. This 
means the territory eventually will 
have increased gas service and 
alternate sources. 


It is expected that the new lateral 


into Dixon will be completed by 
sometime this summer. In the 
event one of the two Dixon laterals 
fails, the area can be serviced by 
the alternate. 


Increased service here, however, 


depends on an increased supply of 
natural gas to this territory. Cur- 
rently, two supply lines extending 
from Texas feed Dixon and vici- 
nity. 


The two "feeders" are located 


south of Geneseo and run east and 
west. From them, a northeast- 
bound line transports the gas to 
this locale. 


Under experiment during the past 


two years is an effort to build up 
a supply of natural gas in Illinois 
that will enable increased service. 


Test Dome 


Near Kankakee, a storage area 


known as the Herscher dome is 
being tested to hold gas under 
pressure, very similar to its con- 
dition of natural storage in Texas.

In that time, the 
dome can be filled to capacity. 


Then in the winter when home- 


heating demands expand, the dome 
can be tapped to supplement "nor- 
mal" supply.

ties in construction, the dome is 
not ready to be put into service. 
However, when it is, Dixon and 
surrounding territory probably will 
benefit by the increased service. 


The principle of the dome is to 


pump a set amount of gas from 
Texas to -Illinois throughout the 
year. 


Gas not consumed in the summer 


for normal cooking and water heat- 
ing' is diverted to the dome and 
stored. Then in the winter, when 
demands increase, it is diverted 
back into the lines. The dome is 
located 1,700 feet below the surface. 


Explain Local Storage 


Dixon has gas storage facilities 


which operate on a similar prin- 
ciple; however, they are man 
made. 


, The storage area, east of Rock 
Falls, is constructed of sections of 
tanks 40 feet in length and two feet 
in diameter. There are 40 tanks 
in a section and about 40 sections 
capable of storing five million cu-

Antidote for Nerve Gas 
Can Now Be Manufactured 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 


Associated Press Science Reporter 


NEW YORK Iff) —The life-saving 


antidote for frightening nerve-gas 
war now can be made artificially, 
and there is already enough to 
treat 400 million persons, it was 
disclosed today. 


The drug is atropine, until now 


obtained only from plants grown 
mostly in Iron Curtain countries 
controlled by Russia. 


The synthetic drug, made with 


chemicals from petroleum, frees 
this country from dependence upon 
foreign supplies. 


Synthetic production of Atropine 


is announced by Winthrop-Stearns, 
Inc., of New York City and Rens- 
selaer, N. Y. 


Nerve gas 
paralyzes nerves, 


causing death unless quickly coun- 
teracted. Atropine neutralizes the 
paralyzing chemical in nerve gas. 


The firm has supplied 330 pounds 


of atropine for Defense Depart- 
ment stockpile. A life-saving dose 
is only l-150th of a grain of atro- 
pine sulfate. Thus a single pound 


| of taropine is enough to treat more 
' than one million persons. The drug 
can be stockpiled in ampules ready 
for injection. 
' 


Atropine is obtained naturally 


from atropa belladonna and datura 
stramonium. 
The biggest pro- 


ducers of these plants are Czech- 
oslovakia, Hungary, Bulgaria, Ro- 
mania and Yugoslavia, with some 
now beginning to be grown in Au- 
stralia. 


About 1.000 pounds of atropine 


are used annually in this country, 
mostly as an anti-spasmodic to re- 
lax muscles in treating gastro-in- 
testinal disorders, and for eye 
drops in eye examinations.

NEW YORK «PI— Investors are 


looking with a friendlier eye today 
on the many householders who 
yearn to make repairs, improve- 
ments or enlargements. 


The open-end mortgage is one 


way to do it. Easier government 
credit may be another. Congress 
is considering a plan to increase 
the maximum to be lent under 
Federal Housing Administration in- 
surance for improvements and re- 
pairs and to extend the period in 
which to pay. 


Favors More Credit 


The government favors making 


more credit available for home im- 
provements as a way to pep up 
the building industry.

The president of the U. S. Sav- 


ings & Loan League, Ralph R. 
Crosby, who also heads the Old 
Colony Co-Operative Bank of Prov- 
idence, R. I., estimates that sav- 
ings associations and cooperative 
banks will lend 600 million dollars 
this year for property improve- 
ment and repair loans.

The additional borrow^ 
ing is made part of the original 
mortgage at the original interest 
rate. The homeowner has to start 
all over again paying off that 
mortgage, but he has the repairs 
or the bigger home that he—or his 
wife—wants. 


Under the open-end mortgage, 


bankers can lend the homeowner 
the money for the improvements 
he wants without increasing his 
monthly payments at all—he just 
owes more over the long-stretch.

and the robins will bring pros- 
perity." 


He obviously referred in a state- 


ment for the Senate-House Eco- 
nomic Committee to recent predic- 
tions by administration spokesmen 
that the U. S. economy, which they 
contend is adjusting after the 
Korean War, will sfart turning up- 
ward about spring. 


"Easy" Readjustment 


The Chamber said in its state- 


ment for the committee that so

of collecting statistics indicates 
that the number of unemployed 
early last month was 3,087.000— 
about 728,000 more than reported 
previously. This works out to 4.0 
per cent of the civilian labor 
force. 


Reuther said there may be dif 


ferences of opinion on the serious- 
ness of the unemployment situa- 
tion, but "the problem is real, it 
is here now, and it is inexcusable 
in a country like ours ..."
